I herewith transmit to you the Fifteenth Annual Report of 
the Superintendent of Schools.

Pupils must become acquainted ' 
with the teachers and the teachers with the pupils, and, however, 
excellent the teachers that we secure to replace those who leave 
there is.an interruption to the work and a halting of the progress . 
that we aim to make.

This makes a total of sixteen changes with twelve of the 
teachers new to the town. Under present conditions we are 
fortunate that we have secured a full staff of teachers. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The Class of 1920 numbered at graduation eleven pupils. The 
entering class in September, 1919, was the largest in the history 
of the school, numbering fifty-seven. The prospects are that fully 
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as large a class will enter in September, 1920. Last year we reg- 
istered 112 pupils, but as the graduating class this year was 
smaller than last, a large entering class in September, 1920, will 
totally exceed the accommodations of the present building. Under 
present conditions, with the cost of materials and labor so ex- 
cessive, it is impossible to build a new high school. We must, 
therefore, make room in our present building by removing still 
another grade to the Seguin building. In this way we shall have 
sufficient seating capacity, but class-rooms and science-rooms 
will be badly overcrowded. This makes it impossible to do effi- 
cient work, but as all know the conditions we must all exercise 
patience and forbearance and accomplish as much as we can 
under the circumstances. A new building, suitably equipped, is 
the only solution and must be erected just’as soon as conditions 
warrant. 

No evening schoois were Maintained during the school year, 
1919-1920, but it will doubtless be a matter of serious considera- 
tion this year. The demand -for these schools is growing and 
there is no doubt as to their need and value.
